STATES OF THE CONFEDERACY: 
SOUTH CAROLINA 

South Carolina was the -first 
state of the Con-federacy to secede. 
The Union was dissolved on 20 
December i860 at a convention in 
Charleston. Many South Carolinians 
had pledged to secede i-f a 
Republ ican was elected US 
president. South Carolina was soon 
joined by others, and early in 
1861, eleven Southern states -formed 
the Con-federate States o-f America. 

The garrison at Ft. Sumter in 
Charleston harbor received the 
■first shots o-f war. The -fort 
surrendered 13 April 1861. This 
act led Lincoln to call -for 
volunteers to suppress the 
rebel 1 i on . 

Charleston was not captured 
until the city surrendered in 
February 1865 when all the state 
su-f-fered enemy invasion by 
Sherman's army. Shortly a-fter 
Sherman's arrival in Charleston, a 
■fire destroyed muen-^o-f the capital. 

Early in the war the 
Con-federates established the Dep't. 
o-f South Carolina <Aug. '61) placed 
under the command o-f Gen. Ripley. 
The department passed out o-f 
existence in November 1861 when it 
was absorbed into Lee's Dep't. o-f 
South Carolina and Georgia. 

This action was taken in the 
wake o-f the -fall o-f Port Royal. 
Maj . Gen. Pemberton replaced Lee in 
March 1862. Most of the troops 
were concentrated about large 
coastal cities. Gen. Beauregard

South Carolina was readmitted to 
the Union 25 June 1868, but 
military control was not withdrawn 
until April 1877. 




GALVANIZED YANKEES 

MORE DEPENDABLE & LOYAL 

By Sept. 1864, Union troop 
strength was concentrated in the 
East leaving the West vulnerable to 
Indians. Con-federate soldiers at 
several overcrowded Union prisons 
were promised -freedom i-f they would 
■fight the Indians; none would have 
to -fight against Southern soldiers. 

6000 "Galvanized Yankees" were 
recruited. They restored telegraph 
lines, delivered mail, manned 
outposts, protected stagecoach 
routes, and skirmished with the 
Indians. Most served with 
distinction. Gen. John Pope later 
petitioned Washington not to muster 
out his Southerners because they 
were more dependable and loyal than 
their Union counterparts. 

In 1864 the South also tried 
drafting prisoners to its cause, 
but with far less success. The 
Yankees made mediocre soldiers and 
deserted -frequently. They were 
sent into battle against their 
■former comrades.

"It <the flag and Dixie) 
represents racism, represents 
slavery, represents everything 
objectional to us that the swastika 
and Nazi Germany represents to 
Jewish Americans. .. .they can 
continue to fight the Civil War

fine. They've been fighting the 
Civil War (sic) for a hundred 
years, have not won it, are not
